Division of General Motors Corporation 
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Retail Trade Goes Back to the Roads 


ILLIAM J. BAXTER, president of the Chain Stores 

Recearch Bureau, in a recent address to the National 
Business Conference, told his hearers that a good part of all 
retailing business will return to wheels again and this time 
in the form of specially equipped motor cars. “These will 
be elaborate motorized chain stores coming right to the 
customer’s door, like the iceman, the milkman and the 
groceryman.” 

Human affairs, even to methods of merchandising, have 
a way of running in cycles. The oldest form of retailing 
was the peddler with his pack on his back. Then came mer- 
chants with fixed places of business, and now, according to 
Mr. Baxter, trade will return to the roads again, but this 
time in vehicles that will carry as much stock as the old- 
fashioned merchants had in his store. So the peddler’s pack 
becomes a gas-driven vehicle that transfers merchandising 
problems directly to the customer's door. 

One wonders whether the automotive industry wil] also 
take its service to the customer instead of asking him to come 
pnd get it? 

Will the automobile user of the future call his service 
station on the phone when anything goes wrong with his 
car and have a handsome service car drive up to his door 
to make the repairs? Obviously such a service wagon 
would carry all the equipment needed to make the ordi- 
nary repair. Some tire companies now give roadside 
service. Will the idea develop into at-your-door agto- 
motive service of al] kinds? 


The Industry Pays Its Way 


URING the vear 1927 the automobile industry 
direct taxes to the government, Federal, state and 
municipal, approximately $760,000,000. This included the 
excise tax which has since departed and represents $60,000.- 
000 of the total quoted above. The rest of the huge levy 
was made up of fuel levies by the states, registration fees 
of al] sorts, personal property taxes and municipal levies. 
3ut this is not the whole story, for during the same year 
an equal amount was raised from the automobile industry by 
indirect taxes. For instance. taxes on tire producers, glass 
makers, steel and other material producers amounted to 
$100,000,000. Income tax on stockholders, dealers, 
men and other employees connected with the industry 
accounted for another $500,000,000. Then taxes on garages. 
public and private, oil stations, dealers’ buildings, contrac- 
tors engaged in the erection of automotive plants and vari- 
pus miscellaneous items bring the total up to $762,000.000. 
The total tax return for the United States is about 
$12,000,000,000, and on this basis the automotive industry 
is paying around 15 per cent. of the whole. It isn’t always 
the woman who pays and pays and pays.

No Time for Rumors 


Mergers are as numerousiy ru- 
mored as ever, and their only rival 
in amount is the indifference ex- 
pressed by some of the exeeutives 
in companies that are said to be 
concerned. R. H. Scott of Reo 
doubtless expressed the feelings of 
a good many automotive executives 
when he said that he was “too busy” 
to take the time to deny the gassip 
linking the name of his company 
with that of one or two others.

TONS OF RUBBER IN 1927 


Washington. Oct. 13—The De- 
partment of Commerce announces 
that, according to data collected at 
the biennial census of manufactures 
taken in 1928. the establishments 
engaged primarily in the manufac- 
ture of rubber tires and inner tubes 
in 1927 reported the consumption of 
316,295 long tons of crude rubber 
(exclusive of gums) and 105.754 long 
tons of reclaimed rubber. 

The crude rubber used in the pro- 
duction of tires and tubes only. in- 
cluding 414 tons used for this pur- 
pose by establishments classified in, 
other industries, totaled 300,393 tons.
